Phey'are Viind te that “wisilom, 
de} justice, arid troderation,” without which all 
laws are virtually void from ‘their enact- |, 
ment: In every enlightened understand- 
ing, a nice distinction exists between truth 
and error, right and wrong. And when- 
ever the State, by its civil or military pow- 
er, interposes obligations foreign to these; 
‘established convictions, or seeks to absolve 
the allegiance of the citizen from princi+ 
ples tvherent tn his ideas of divine as well 
as hutiian government; or to enforce obe- 
diencs to measures inimical thereto, it at 
oncé Wages war upon cardinal principles 
of all true governnient, whether human or 
divine.” The mile-posts of the past point 
their omirous fingers to this fact. 

In France, as elsewhere, this spirit was 
violent in its opposition to the Reforma- 
tion; but'the more vindictive the effort to 
suppress its principles, the deeper root they 
took in the popular heart: The burning 
charmer, an instrument of Francis II, to 
torture the Huguenots, and the unrelenting 
persecution of the Waldenses, which, for 
ages, tracked its course in blood, culmina- 
ted iu the horrible masacre of St. Barthol- 
omew, which, in verity of that axiom that 
the conscience, under convictions of truth, 
cannot be forced to renounce’them by fire 
or by sword, led to the security of their 
civil rights, in the edict of Nantes, under 
Henry IV.. This measure continued tn 
force untit the weak, profligate, and perfid- 
ious Prince, Louis XIV,in propitiation of 
his enormities, by its appeal, opened again 
the flood-gates of persecution, until they 
rained with the blood of his innocent vic- 
tims. The more intense, however, tle per- 
seeution, and the severer the punishment 
imposed, the more firmly they served to 
unite the opposing forces in resistance to 
the instruments of their oppression. 


In England it instituted the Star Cham- 
ber and the High Commission. the one a 
political, the other a religious inquisi- 
tion. These courts, instituted with tne’ 
thirst of blood, in the malignity with which 
they punished the objects of their hate, 
clothed themselves with an infamy only 
Lexcelled by that..of. the ruling power at 
| Washington. Preceding, and’ for a time 
after the Restoration, they form a promi- 
nent feature in the affairs of the Kingdom. 
Soon, however, they gave place to that spir- 
it of toleration which has characterized its 
unbroken march to a glorious destiny. In 
diflerent parts of Europe, at separate peri- 
ods, this spirit. prevailed, like a flame of 
fire, consuming all within its reach. One 
of its first victims were the Waldenses,
